LONDON. 


GREAT NORTHERN RAILWAY FRAUDS. 


Redpath and Kent were placed at the bar 
of the Old Bailey. Kent. was ordered to 
retire, and edpath was tried singly upon 
one of the cases of forgery, the ‘details of 
which have been already published. The 
jury, after five minutes’ deliberation, found 
him guilty, Justice Wills said he should 
not pass sentence until after the case in 
which Redpth and Kent were indicted joint- 
ly had been gone into. Both prisoners were 
then placed at the bar and indicted for for- 
gery and uttering a transfer to George Sid- 
neys. Several witnesses having been ex- 
amined, the case for the prosecution was de- 
cleared closed. Mr. Hawkins then addres- 
sed the jury for the defence for Kent, and 
urged the absence of fraudulent intentions. 
A number of witnesses were called who gave 
Kent an excellent character, after which the 
learned judge summed up. [He was of opinion 
that, although Kent had commited a wrong 
and irregular act, yet before the jury convic- 
ted him they must be satified that he was 
acting fraudulently with Redpath, It was 
extraordinary to him that Corkhill, who had 
done exactly the same as Kent, should be 
retained in the service of the company wiule 
Kent was prosecuted. (Applause.) The 
jury found Redpath guilty, and acquitted 
Kent. (Applause:) ‘Lhe other indictments 
were then withdarwn, and Kent was dis- 
charged. Mr, Justice Willis, after some 
strong remarks on the enormity of Redpath’s 
offence, sentenced him to transportation for 
life. 


INCREASE OF THE SLAVES.—It is fright- 
ful to glance at the increase of slave popu- 
lation; to find that there were 530.357 slaves 
in the Atlantic States (including Virginia) 
in 1790 and 1204,221 in 1850; that in the 
Gulf States there 225,481 slaves in 1820, 
and in 1850 that there were 1242,251; to 
find an increase ia chattel slave population 
of 2.05 per cent. per annum in the slaave 
population of the Atlantic States since 1790 
and sincethe same time a similar increase 
of 6.06 per cent. in Kentucky, Missouri, 
Delaware, Maryland and the District of 
Columbia; while in the Gulf States the in- 
crease has been 18 per cent. ‘The propor- 
tion of slave population to the whole popula- 
tion has increased in South Carolina from 43 
per cent. since 1790’. to 57 per cent. in 1850. 
In Georgia, during the same period, it has 
gone up from39 per cent to 42 per cent. 
In 1790. we had 697,897 slaves, and in 
1850 (according to the patched and coc- 
tored census returns) we had 3,204,313 of 
this bilegged personal property. In sixty 
years. the increase ofslaves was 2,506,416. 
‘The proportion of slaves to the. free white 
population in 1790 was 40,457, and in 1850 
it was 22,377. If weareto go on in the 
same way, any school boy can cipher out 
how many slaves we shall have in. the year 
1900. Where are we tostop? If we have 
four millions of slaves now, and wi h greatest 
difficulty keep them in tolerable subjection, 
what will the white folks of the South do 
with forty millions? And yet, by the natural 
law of increase, forty millions we shall have, 
long before Democratic sagacity has pro- 
vided against. such a contingency. ‘Vhe 
science of population has given rise to in- 
numerable theories; we wish somebody who 
has inherited even the. shreds of Mr. Cal- 
houn’s mantle would tell us what we are to 
do with all this wealth fifty years bence, and 
how weare to prevent it from reversing all 
our calculations, and making wealth of us 
— Tribune.

Itappearsthat during the fearful 
gales of the Oth inst.,a ship 700 tons, heay 
ily laden, Jost her ancborin the Downs, and 
driven by the force of the gale an tide, foul- 
ed a schooner;she then becoming more unmap 
ageable, drifted into five fathoms water. An 
anchor was speedily let go, with forty fath- 
oms of chain attatched, but the barque, still 
impelled by the unusual force of the gale, 
dragged her anchor, until she was suddenly 
brought up sharply, head to wind, on opening 
the western lightofthe South Foreland, It 
is feared that she here siezed upon the Subma- 
rine Telegraph Companies’ Ostend Cable; the 
huricane prevailing, however, coujled with 
the tide, the weight of the ship, and the neces- 
s ty oftkeeping her foretopsail cut and aback to 
driftintodeep water, worked so much upon 
the sobmartne line, that, after her holding-.for 
some length of time, the cable giving way as 
is supposed, she inatantly rounded before the 
wind, ,and was careering forward with in- 
creased velocity, and momentum, when she 
was suddenly brought up hard to wind again 
dy the Calais cable. ‘The barqne was held 
in spite ofa heavy sea, the gale, and the prs- 
sure of the wind on her sail for abeut an 
hour, when once more she broke away, «and 
sailed off'down the channel. Both submarine 
lines unfortunately became unworkable in 
consequence of this untoward accident, and 
communication with the Continent was parti- 
ally stopped. ‘The seaat the point where the 
vessel caught the cable is about 14 fathomea 
deep only, and the spot is within three-quar- 
ofa mile fromshore, ‘The company have al- 
ready made arrangements to repair the cables 
the moment the weather will. permit, and 
meantime meszages are being telegeaphed to 
Dover, sent thence by steamers» which leave 
thrice daily to Calais, and are from Calais 
telegraphed to their various destinations.

PRESBYTERIAN (OLD SCHOOL) 


The Presbyterian church (O. 8S.) stands 
fully and unequivocally on the side of the 
oppressor. It is true that a few earnest 
anti-slavery men may be found in this de- 
nomination, but their influence upon it is 
scarcely felt. They are not able in the 
least to modify the decided, unfaltering pro- 
slavery position maintained by the General 
Assembly. So far as | know, the most ultra 
friends of slavery are perfectly satisfied 
with the late ecclesiastical action and influ- 
ence of this church. It makes no preten- 
sions to anti-slavery. The slavehoider is 
welcomed to its commucion, is authorized 
to preach and is elevated to the highest 
posts of honor, At the last General Ase 


represented. The place of meeting was 
Charleston, South Carolina. Dr. Lore, a- 


thor of a celebrated sermon :n sapport of the 
fugitive slave law, was elected moderator. 
The General Assembly of 1845, by a vote 
of 168 to 13, “Resolved, That the existence 
of domestic slavery, under the circuimstan- 
ces in which it is found in the southern ‘por- 
tion of this country, isno bar to Christian 
communion.” 

This church has been progressing in the 
wrong direction. _In 1818, ‘before the ex- 
cision of the Presbyteries which formed the 
New. School body,the General.. Assembly 
declared that “the voluntary enslaving of 
one part of the human race by another was 
a gross violation of the most precious and 
sacred rights of human nature,” “ utterly 
inconsistent with the law of God,” and‘ to- 
tally irreconcilable with the spirit and_prin- 
ciples of the gospel.” This was a noble 
declaration, but-slaveholders were not-ex- 
cluded frosn the church as they should have 
been, but continued to -flock in, until in 
1836, a slaveholder presided over the Gen-+ 
eral Assembly who openly said—* [ draw 
my warrant from the Scriptures of the Old 
and New Testament to hold my slaves in 
bondave.”—Since 1836 the General <As- 
sembly has been wholly under the control 
of the pro-slavery interest. Her doctors of 
divinity bave written learned treaties in de- 
fency of slavery, and slaveholders are at 
ease, yea, sleep undisturbed in her commu-
